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MESSAGE 


Fellow  members  —  Here’s  a 
report  which  should  be  of  interest  to 
a  fair  number  of  TNA  members  and 
other  collectors  who  reside  in  the 
San  Antonio  area.  About  18  years 
ago  the  San  Antonio  Coin  Club  dis¬ 
banded  due  to  poor  attendance  and 
relatively  little  interest  among  the 
then  members.  At  the  time  of  dis¬ 
banding  there  was  $735.00  in  the 
treasury  and  these  funds  were  en¬ 
trusted  to  the  late  Frank  J.  Vilagi 
who  had  served  the  club  many  times 
as  president  and  had  always  been 
supportive  of  all  club  activities.  Few 
knew  that  the  funds  were  invested 
by  Frank  and  that  shortly  before 
his  death,  in  June  1984,  he  was 
planning  to  close  the  fund  account 
and  donate  the  money  to  the  San 
Antonio  Public  Library.  This  was 
not  accomplished  before  his  death. 
However,  Marina,  Frank's  wife,  in 
going  through  some  of  Frank’s 
papers  came  across  a  reference  to 
Frank's  plans  for  making  the  dona¬ 
tion.  Marina  carried  through  and 
the  original  $735.00  had,  as  of 
October  1987,  grown  to  $2,028.56 
and  has  been  donated  to  the  San 
Antonio  Public  Library  for  use  in 
purchasing  numismatic  reference 
material.  Having  known  Frank  ra¬ 
ther  well  for  a  number  of  years  and 
also  having  been  a  member  as  well 


as  an  officer  of  the  San  Antonio 
Coin  Club  I  was  especially  pleased 
to  learn  of  the  final  disposition  of 
these  funds.  Bless  Frank.  He  will  be 
long  remembered. 

If  you  have  not  read  page  15  of 
the  December  1987  TNA  NEWS, 
please  go  back  and  do  so  and  famil 
iarize  yourself  with  the  new  TNA 
Bronze  Medal  Project  developed  by 
your  medals  officer,  Frank  Galindo, 
for  junior  TNA  members.  Frank  re¬ 
ported  that  he  already  has  some 
responses  to  his  article.  Those  of 
you  who  have  junior  TNA  members 
in  your  households,  club  officials 
and  most  especially,  district  gover¬ 
nors,  get  this  project  going  in  your 
districts  and  clubs.  This  is  a  very 
worthwhile  project  and  one  which 
merits  your  attention.  Let's  work  to 
get  more  youngsters  involved  in  nu¬ 
mismatics.  It  could  become  a  life¬ 
long  interest  with  them  and  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  welcome  alternative  to 
some  of  the  things  youngsters  get 
involved  in  sometimes.

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PROPOSED  CHANGES 
IN  THE  COINS  OF  OUR  COUNTRY

For  the  past  several  years  a  sub¬ 
ject  of  great  interest  to  the  public, 
but  more  so  for  the  coin  collector, 
has  been  the  clamor  for  changes  in 
designs,  sizes  and  material  for  our 
present  day  coinage.  Tagging  along 
with  these  ideas  are  two  other  con¬ 
troversial  gems:  Should  we  phase 
out  the  lowly  dollar  bill  by  issuing  a 
gold  colored  $1  coin,  a  la  recently 
issued  Canadian  gold  tone  dollar 
coin  affectionately  called  the 
“Looney.”  Secondly,  should  our 
penny  (officially  called  a  cent)  be 
eliminated  from  today’s  assortment 
of  coins. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  can  remem¬ 
ber  the  fiasco  of  the  Susan  B.  An¬ 
thony  (hereafter  noted  as  SBA’s) 
dollar.  Not  only  did  the  public  reject 
them  and  the  vending  machine  in¬ 
dustry  refuse  them,  but  the  Treas¬ 
ury  Department  was  left  with  egg 
on  its  face,  which  is  still  there  since 
approximately  450  million  of  these 
quarter  size  beauties  still  repose  in 
the  Federal  vaults  with  no  practical 
solution  for  their  use. 

Certainly  other  countries  have 
modified,  eliminated  and  otherwise 
changed  the  make-up  of  their  mint¬ 
ed  coins.  While  sufficient  time  has 
not  elapsed  to  properly  evaluate  the 
success  of  the  new  Canadian  dollar 
coin,  late  reports  indicate  that  it  is 
being  well  received  by  the  Cana¬ 
dian  public.  Since  the  Royal  Cana¬ 
dian  Mint  took  into  consideration 
the  reasons  for  the  rejection  of  the 
SBA  in  the  United  States,  they  gave 
their  coin  a  highly  visible  golden 
color  and  a  larger  size  than  their 
circulating  25<t  piece. 


The  most  compelling  reason  for  a 
U.S.  dollar  coin  in  ECONOMICS. 
The  life  of  a  dollar  coin  is  more  than 
15  times  that  of  the  paper  dollar  and 
the  manufacturing  process  is  sub¬ 
stantially  lower  for  the  metallic 
coin. 

The  Treasury  Department, 
through  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing,  must  print  millions  of 
dollar  bills  each  year  and  then 
spend  millions  of  dollars  more  each 
year  shredding  and  destroying  the 
worn-out  dirty  bills  sent  to  them  for 
destruction. 

The  legislation  to  legalize  the 
minting  of  another  dollar  coin  has 
been  put  on  hold  until  some  very 
pertinent  questions  have  been  ans¬ 
wered  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Senate  Banking  Committee.  A  full 
report  has  been  requested  by  them 
to  be  delivered  no  later  than  June 
30,  1988. 

Perhaps  the  issue  that  will  cause 
the  greatest  uproar  will  be,  "Whose 
portrait  shall  adorn  the  obverse  of 
this  proposed  coin?"  Many  feel  that 
the  familiar  faces  of  presidents,  or 
former  great  leaders,  should  be  elim¬ 
inated.  They  say  to  use  symbols 
that  reflect  the  newer  generation 
and  the  vast  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  our  nation  the  past 
50  years. 

The  clamor  for  changes  in  our 
coinage  not  only  calls  for  design 
changes,  but  sizes  and  denomina¬ 
tional  changes,  also.  Many  say  the 
one  cent  piece  should  be  eliminated 
since  it  sees  very  limited  use  in  most 
parts  of  our  country.  These  are  all 
problems  and  questions  that  must 
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be  considered,  and  resolved,  by  the 
various  governmental  entities  who 
control  the  minting  of  our  coins. 
One  thing  is  certain  —  the  public 
will  have  quite  a  hit  of  input  into 
any  decisions  that  are  made.  The 
one  thing  that  will  most  certainly 
become  a  reality  is  that  changes  in 
our  monetary  system  are  eminent. 
The  pressure  for  these  changes  is 
coming  from  high  level  sectors, 
both  private  and  official. 

According  to  recent  articles  in  vari¬ 
ous  media,  the  great  majority  feel 
that  design  changes  are  necessary 
and  desirable  One  of  the  guiding 
forces  toward  this  end  is  the  ener¬ 
getic  U.S.  Commissioner  of  Fine 
Arts,  Dianne  Wolf.  She  has  traveled 
the  country  in  the  past  year  or  so 
appearing  on  television  and  radio 
shows,  bringing  to  the  attention  of 
the  American  people,  the  need  for 
the  passage  of  the  H.R.  3314  Bill. 
Many  Senators  and  Congressmen 
are  now  actively  supporting  this 
Bill.  The  flood  of  letters  and  phone 
calls  has  convinced  them  that  the 
public  does  want  to  see  design 
changes  on  their  coins.  Since  the 
one  cent  piece  has  seen  the  Lincoln 
profile  for  79  years,  the  25C  piece 
has  56  years  of  Washington,  50 
years  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  42 
with  the  well-known  FDR.  It  is  now 
time  for  a  change  of  scenery.  Even 
Daniel  Boone  has  been  suggested  as 
the  ideal  figure  to  adorn  our  one 
cent  piece. 

As  for  the  complete  elimination  of 
the  “penny"  from  our  pocket 
change,  stand  back  for  the  stam¬ 
pede  of  letters  and  opinions,  both 
pro  and  con.  Many  say  the  one  cent 
coin  serves  r.o  useful  purpose  in  to¬ 
day's  higher  cost.  All  too  often  the 
cent  is  only  used  once  or  twice  and 
then  put  to  rest  in  a  "piggy  bank”  or 


dresser  drawer.  The  reality  of  buy¬ 
ing  anything  for  one  cent  has 
passed,  and  the  argument  that  it 
must  be  retained  for  the  added  tax 
on  purchased  items  can  be  circum¬ 
vented  by  rounding  off  to  the  near¬ 
est  multiple  or  five  cents. 

Speaking  of  the  nickel,  many 
think  it  should  be  re-designed,  made 
smaller  and  of  the  clad  type  mate¬ 
rial.  Our  10  cent  piece  has  a  smaller 
size  because  it  was  a  silver  coin  and 
never  was  envisioned  to  be  minted 
of  a  base  metal.  With  the  rate  of 
inflation  ascending,  even  the  five 
cent  piece  would  be  a  candidate  for 
elimination  in  about  20  years. 

Although  Donna  Pope,  our  U.S. 
Mint  director,  had  literally  nothing 
to  do  with  the  production  or  lack  of 
circulation  of  the  Susie  B.,  she  has 
been  asked  more  questions  concern¬ 
ing  this  coin  than  any  other  topic  in 
her  six  year  tenure.  The  most  com¬ 
mon  question  is  “Why  doesn’t  the 
mint  just  melt  down  the  millions  of 
SBAs  housed  in  the  vaults?”  Her 
answer  is  “No  one  has  come  forth 
with  a  way  to  fix  the  books  so  we 
could  melt  them."  A  simple  melt 
would  mean  a  loss  of  almost  500 
million  dollars  added  to  our  already 
staggering  deficit.  These  coins  were 
entered  in  the  books  at  their  face 
value,  not  their  production  cost.  So 
far  not  one  brave  politician  has 
come  forward  to  suggest  we  just 
write  off  the  500  million  dollar  loss. 

Several  schemes  have  been 
offered  to  plate  the  coins  with  a  dif¬ 
ferent  color.  The  mint  replies  that 
only  the  elimination  of  the  paper 
dollar  would  make  any  such  idea 
feasible.  The  countries  that  have 
successfully  introduced  a  dollar 
type  coin,  either  already  had,  or  had 
plans,  to  do  away  with  their  paper

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A  LITTLE-KNOWN  FACT  ABOUT  A  WELL-KNOWN  NOTE

My  little-known  fact  is  not  about 
an  actual  note,  but  is  about  an  ad¬ 
mission  ticket  for  the  Columbian 
exposition  of  1893,  Souvenir  admis¬ 
sion  tickets  were  issued  with  one  of 
the  following  vignettes  on  each 
ticket:  an  Indian  chief,  Columbus, 
George  Washington,  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln  (each  of  these  can  be  found 
with  and  without  an  "A"  overprint 
on  the  ticket),  Benjamin  Franklin 
and  George  F.  Handel.  The  Benja¬ 
min  Franklin  ticket  only  has  the 
"A"  overprint  variety,  while  the 
Handel  ticket  only  appears  in  the 
without  “A”  overprint  variety. 
The  tickets  were  engraved  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  on  bond 
paper  to  prevent  counterfeiting.  The 
dimensions  are  approximately  6  X 
10  centimeters. 

This  is  enough  background  on 


these  tickets.  Mv  little-known  fact 
has  to  do  with  the  backs  of  these 
tickets.  All  tickets  have  a  common 
back  with  the  words  “Good  For  One 
Admission  At  Pay  Gates,”  the  prin¬ 
ter’s  name  and  the  date  the  paper 
was  patented  —  March  3, 1891.  How¬ 
ever,  my  ticket  has  the  “9”  in  1891 
inverted!  I  got  the  ticket  from  the 
collector  who  wrote  the  book  on 
these  items  for  the  price  of  an  ordi¬ 
nary  ticket.  Neither  he  nor  I  had 
seen  another  one  and  he  did  not  list 
it  in  his  book.  I  believe  this  was  an 
oversight  on  his  part  and  later  he 
told  me  he  wished  that  he  had  not 
sold  it  to  me  at  all.  I  find  this  ticket 
to  be  a  very  exciting  addition  to  my 
collection.

TROY  OUNCE 

A  Mexican  coin  struck  by  the 
Mexico  City  mint  to  circulate  all 
over  the  world  was  the  Troy  Ounce 
of  4 1  mm  and  issued  in  1949.  It  was 
done  so  that  all  countries  could 
carry  out  commercial  transactions 
with  a  coin  of  the  value  of  one  ounce 
Troy  with  a  certainty  regarding  its 
silver  content  and  its  fineness  as 
guaranteed  by  the  Mexico  mint.  A 
million  pieces  with  a  fineness  of 
0.925  and  a  gross  weight  of  33.625 
grams  were  struck,  each  contained 
31.035  grams  or  480  grains  of  pure 
silver. 


COIN  HOBBY 

Coin  collecting  used  to  be  a  hobby 
for  the  rich  only,  but  today  a  wide 
range  of  people  can  share  in  the 
pleasure  of  owning  and  understand¬ 
ing  samples  of  metal  currency.  To 
an  average  person,  a  coin  is  simply 
a  disc-shaped  piece  of  metal  that 
has  a  different  design  on  either  side 
—  heads  and  tails  —  and  that  buys 
things.  To  a  collector,  though,  a  coin 
is  an  example  of  the  monetary  sys¬ 
tem  of  a  certain  place  and  time,  as 
influenced  by  politics,  technology 
and  the  die  engraver's  art. 
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A  COMPARISON  -  LINCOLN  vs.  KENNEDY

There  have  been  a  lot  of  compari¬ 
sons  made  between  the  presidents 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  John  F.  Ken¬ 
nedy.  Let’s  look  at  some  of  them. 

1.  Both  served  in  the  60’s  of  their 
century. 

2.  Both  were  assassinated  while 
serving  in  office. 

3.  Both  were  followed  into  office 
by  a  southern  vice  president,  An¬ 
drew  Johnson  of  Tennessee  and 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  of  Texas.

7.  Both  assassins  were  college 
drop-outs  from  Texas.  Booth  went  to 
Baylor  in  Waco  and  Oswald  attend 
ed  Texas  Christian  University  in 
Fort  Worth. 

8.  Both  were  veterans  of  a  war. 
Kennedy  was  a  naval  officer  in  the 
Pacific  during  World  War  II  and 
Lincoln  was  an  army  officer  in  the 
Black  Hawks  War  against  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Indian  Fox  tribe. 

9.  Both  were  born  in  southern 
states  and  ran  for  office  from  north¬ 
ern  states. 

10.  Both  served  during  a  period 
when  the  country  was  at  war,  Lin¬ 
coln  during  the  Civil  War  and  Ken¬ 
nedy  during  World  War  II. 

11.  Both  ran  on  peace  platforms 
and  declared  war  once  in  office. 

12.  Both  are  represented  on  Amer 
ican  coins  in  present  circulation.

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GOLD  COINS  FOUND 
UNDER  MONK’S  CELL 

The  discovery  of  820  gold  coins 
buried  1,300  years  ago  under  a 
monk's  cell  has  been  called  the 
greatest  find  of  its  kind  in  Egypt, 
according  to  an  Associated  Press 
release. 

Found  December  17  buried  in  two 
clay  jars  at  Dair  al-Abiad,  famous 
Coptic  Christian  monastery  near 
Sohag,  south  of  Cairo,  the  coins  dat¬ 
ing  from  the  sixth  and  seventh  cen¬ 
turies,  were  termed  "priceless." 

The  coins  bear  likenesses  of  By¬ 
zantine  emperiors  Justinian  I,  Pho- 
cas  and  Heraclius.  They  were  mint¬ 
ed  in  Constantinople,  now  known 
as  Istanbul,  Turkey.  Justinian,  also 
called  Justinian  the  Great,  ruled  in 
the  6th  century.  Phocas  and  Herac¬ 
lius  ruled  in  the  early  7th  century. 


The  coins  were  found  beneath  a 
monk’s  cell  during  excavation  be¬ 
fore  the  monastery  is  restored  Dair 
al-Abiad,  meaning  White  Monaste¬ 
ry,  was  founded  in  the  4th  century 
Four  hundred  of  the  coins  will  go 
to  Cairo’s  Coptic  Museum  and  Un¬ 
balance  to  the  Islamic  Museum
